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Module  4:  A Fiction  Mix 

Section  1:  Storytelling  and  Short  Stories 

In  this  section  students  will  read,  listen  to,  and  view  a variety  of  texts  as  they  explore  storytelling  and  the 
short-story  genre.  Students  will  continue  to  work  in  groups,  complete  journal  entries,  and  create  portfolio 
items.  In  addition,  students  will  each  retell  a traditional  story  and  write  an  original  short  story. 

Section  1 has  five  lessons: 

• In  Lesson  1 your  student  will  explore  storytelling.  You  may  wish  to  help  your  student  select  a traditional 
story  and  practise  retelling  the  story. 

• In  Lesson  2 your  student  will  look  into  plot  and  point  of  view  in  a short  story.  Your  student  will  also 
investigate  words  for  different  fears — for  example,  claustrophobia,  agoraphobia,  and  arachnophobia. 

• In  Lesson  3 your  student  will  study  characters  and  setting  in  a short  story. 

• In  Lesson  4 your  student  will  explore  theme  in  a short  story. 

• In  Lesson  5 your  student  will  investigate  dialogue  in  a short  story  and  write  an  original  story. 

Remind  your  student  to  contact  the  teacher  if  there  are  any  concerns  about  the  assignments.  Feedback  is 
important  for  the  learning  process.  Although  assessment  helps  measure  progress,  feedback  often  offers 
strategies  for  improvement  before  the  next  assignment.
